Dr. L. KELLEY, a druggist of whitesboro, Texas, was born in Hardin Co., Tenn,, 
9 Feb. 1823, and is a son of Elisha & Dolly (Higginbotham) KELLEf, the former a 
native & farmer of N. Carolina, who died in 1858, at the age of 63 yrs. Elisha 
KELLEY was a son of Elijah KELLEY, also of N.C. The mother of the subject was^a 
native of Virginia and died in 1856, at the age of 58 years. She was a dau. of 
William H. HIGGINBOTHAM, who was a lieutenant in the Rev. War. 

Our subject was the 2nd of 7 children, still living, born to his Parents, the 
names of the others being R.G.(Riley G.), A.P., L.D. (Leonard) Dolly, Almarion 
and Mahala. He read medicine with J. D. MORROW, attended the Jefferson Medical 
College, of Louisville, Ky., in 1846-47, and then located for practice in Deo- 
aturville, Decatur Co., Tn., where he was actively engaged until Nov. 20, 18,y. 
At that time he moved to Sherman, Texas, where he had charge of the hospital 
during the war. He was also occupied in merchandising at that point until 180,, 
when he moved to Whitesboro and followed the same until 1880, when he entered 
the drug business in which he has built up a good trade. 

Dr. Kelleyis first marriage was with Mrs. Nancy (Glenn) Covy, (b. 4 Feb. 1825 
Sumpter Co., Term.) 4 July .1846, and she bore him the following children: 
William E., Thomas D., Mollie and Nannie. After the decease of his wife, Dr. 
KELLEY married Miss Emily ALLEN. To this union were born three children: 
Ella, James A. (Dr.), and Maggie. Upon the decease of Mrs. Emily Allen KELLE1, 
the doctor married Mrs. Nancy Callender Miskernon of Kentucky. _ Dr. Lawson . 
KELLEY is a Royal Arch Mason, and a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church.

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HELP! FOR THE TENNESSEE RESEARCHER

INTER-LIBRARY LOAN 

We see there is a great deal of information available for anyone who may 
bo to Nashville, but what can one find from the Tennessee State Library and 
Archives if one hasn't the time to make the trip to Nashville: Your great, help 
will come through duplicate copies of books at the Library which are avaxlable 
on inter-library loan. Here's how: 

Consult your local librarian and request that he or she write to the 
Tennessee State Library and Archives, Library Division, Capital Hill, Nashville, 
and obtain books for you on inter-library loan. The only cost assessed by the 
State Library is the postage, both ways. Ordinarily, a local librarian does 
not like to be responsible for more than two or three State Library books at a 
time for one individual, but request one or two extra books in case one of the 
others you want is not available when your request comes into the Library at 
Nashville. From time to time, the quarterly hopes to print a portion of the 
list of books available from the State Library, by counties. However, the 
Library will send a copy of the list of books available on inter-library loan 
to anyone requesting it. A copy of that brochure would be a great help if kept 
in the local library for the use of all local researchers. We should show our 
appreciation for this inter-library service by taking good care of the books and 
films, not marking on them, and by returning them promptly. Ordinarily, the 
books may be kept for a period of two weeks. The state Library will need the 
title, author, and volume number, if any. 

The Tennessee State Library has books for inter-library loan on almost every 
one of the Tennessee counties and some general histories of the state which 
may supply clues. In any event, one should read at least a condensed history 
of any state in which researching is being done. Each state has its own 
"pattern of migration"; in Tennessee, this was, generally, from Washington 
District of North Carolina (later Washington County, Tennessee) to the neighbor- 
ing eastern counties later called Greene, Sullivan, Hawkins, etc., and into 
southeast Kentucky. Many families found later in southern Kentucky will first 
be found in the tax lists of Washington County, Tennessee; The way these 
pioneers made their way to Tennessee was: (l) down from Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
and other northeastern states, along the Shenandoah Valley m western Virgims, 
which acted as a highway and was heavily traveled, right into the southwestern 
"corner" of Virginia. Quite often the settlers lingered here a few months 
or so, then through the gap between the Cumberland Mountains and the Smokies 
(this is not the Cumberland Gap) in southwest Virginia and northeastern Tennessee, 
into the "Holston country" of Tennessee. (2) The route of the North Carolinians 
was usually up the western part of that state into the same southwestern 
counties at the tip of Virginia, and on into the Holston country of Tennessee. 
Those settlers coming from eastern Virginia and eastern North Carolina followed 
the main roads or Indian Warpaths across their states to this same portion of 
southwest Virginia and through the gap of the Cumberland Mountains and the 
Smokies. There were other passes south of this gap, but the Cherokees lived 
south of Holston along the Tennessee River and its tributaries around present- 
day Knoxville and Chattanooga and, also, the passes through the Smokies here 
were steeper and more difficult for settlers accompanied by families. 
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Why is such information of value to the family researcher? Because many 
families did not make the great move all the way from, say, Pennsylvania directly 
into Tennessee Country in one move. Quite often, they put down awhile in 
counties along the route - sometimes for a few months, sometimes # for a year or 
more. Consequently, marriage and death records not found in their original home 
county nor in their ultimate home county may be found by checking counties along 
the route of their migration. 

A tip in use by researchers: families seldom migrated along. Usually, they 
talked their neighbors, friends, and kinsmen into making the move with them, it 
was not difficult: the cause of their removing to another area_ usually caused 
other families, also, to move. Thus, you will find several families together for 
example the Mulkeys, Ellises, Helms in Delaware, later in North Carolina, later 
in Tennessee, then later in Kentucky. Some members drop along the wayside Dut 
the main bodies of the families stay together; and, when some members of a iamily 
do drop along the wayside and settle, you will usually find that some members of 
one of the other families with them will also stay behind. So, trace the groups 
of people wherever possible or in doubt about which, say, Smith or Hill or Jones 
might be your line. The families which migrat3d together almost always inter- 
married, if they were not kin to begin with.

BYE-LAWS, For the government of the town of Jackson; passed by the Board of 
Commissioners thereof, at their setting, on the 7th day of March, 1825. 

1st. Any person or persons found guilty of disorderly or riotous conduct 
within the limits of the corporation of said town, shall forfeit and pay Fxve 
Dollars . 

2d Any person or persons putting, or attempting to put, any stud-horse 
or lack to a mare, or exhibiting the same to public view, in the Fublic Square, 
streets or alleys of the said town, shall, for each offence, forfeit and pay 
Five Dollars. 

3d. All pedlars and show-men, shall, before they proceed to sell or 
exhibit, (as the case may be,) pay Ten Dollars for a license to do so, which 
shall be good for one month; at the expiration of which term, said license 
must be renewed, at the rates of Ten Dollars per month, so long as they con- 
tinue to sell or exhibit in the town of Jackson; And, on failure to procure 
said license as aforesaid, they and each of them shall forfeit and pay Twenty 
Dollars for each offence. 

4th. Any person or persons who shall run a horse race, or run a horse at 
full speed, within the incorporated limits of said tovn, shall forfeit and pay 
Twenty Dollars for each offence. 

5th. Any person or persons who shall shoot a gun or pistol, within the said 
town, shall forfeit and pay the sum of Two Dollars for each offence. 

6th. It shall hereafter be the duty of merchants, and every other person 
who may wish to wholesale or retail goods, wares or merchandize, within said 
town, to procure a license first, which shall be good and sufficient for the 
term or one year from and after the date thereof: Provided, nevertheless, 
That no merchant or other person shall be entitled to receive such license 
without previously paying into the hands of the proper officer, the sum oi 
Twenty Dollars and Fifty Cents; and every merchant or other person, who shall 
violate this law shall forfeit and pay the sum of Twenty Dollars. 

7th. No person or persons shall retail spiritous liquors within said town, 
without first procuring a license from the Secretary, which said license shall 
be good and sufficient authority to such person or persons for the term oi 
one year. Provided, nevertheless, that no person shall be entitled to receive 
said license without first paying Twelve Dollars and Fifty Cents; and any 
person selling or retailing spiritous liquors, without a license, shall forfeit 
and pay Twenty Five Dollars. 

8th. Each Lot in the town of Jackson is hereby subjected to an annual tax 
of one half cent per centum ad valorem, agreeably to the present value thereof. 

9th. Any person or persons who shall be found guilty of playing at cards, 
dice, or any other game of hazard or address, for a va.1ii»M« consideration, 
within the Corpo™t?.»» ^ **« «*•' *~»* «*"" ^^ and P&y Te " D ° llarS 
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BYE-LAWS (Cont»d.) 

10th Any inn or tavern keeper, or keeper of any ordinary, who shall suffer 
any came of hazard or address to be played in their house or houses, for a 
valuable consideration, shall forfeit and pay Twenty Five Dollars for each 
offence. 

11th* It shall be the duty of the Town Constable from time to time to cause 
to be removed all nuisances from said town - the expense of which shall be 
charged to the person or persons who may have caused or ordered the same; and 
every person or persons so erecting or causing a nuisance m said town, shall 
forfeit and pay Five Dollars. 

12th It shall be the duty of the Town Constable to preserve good order 
during public worship in said town, and to take notice of any person or persons 
who may disturb them so worshiping. 

13th. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of said Board of Commissioners 
to issue license to any person applying for the same: Provided said person 
may be entitled to the same, by the authority of the foregoing Bye-Laws and 
for every license so issued, the Secretary shall be entitled to receive the 
sum of Fifty Cents from the person applying. 

14th. Any slave, living within the corporated limits of said town, and 
Sring their time from their owner, said owner shall be subject to a fine of 
Ten hilars per month for such slave. This and all other forfeitures arising 
by virtue of the Bye-Laws, made for the government of the town of Jackson, shall 
and mly be recovered before any Justice of the Peace for the county of Madison, 
in the same manner that sums of money due on notes or obligations are now 
recovered before said Justices. 

15th. It shall be the duty of the Town Constable, and the Patrol of the 
town, when any servant or slave shall bring any article into said t own for 
sale without a written license from his or her master mistress, or overyear, 
to take said articles from said servant or slave, until J^^cense shall be 
procured, and for the second offence, the patrol or constable shall give said 
servant or slave ten lashes «

James SMITH was born in Virginia, probably about 1788. The names of 
his parents aren't known, and it isn't known when he left Virginia. He was some- 
where in Tennessee by the mid-1820' s. He and his wife, Elisabeth, possibly went 
to Tennessee from Kentucky, as it appears that their oldest child might have 
been born in Kentucky. Elizabeth, whose maiden name is unknown, was born abou. 
1790 in either North Carolina or in Virginia. 

James and Elizabeth were the parents of at least six children: Mary Ann, 
born about 1823, who was married to West W. WIGGINS in July, 1829, and "to 
apparently died in Hardeman County in the 1860's; Nancy L., born about 1824, 
who was first married to James K. HILL on May 13, 1840, and after his death to 
John JACKSON on August 11, 1851; James and William, who were twins born in 
March 1825- Elizabeth, born about 1829, who was married to James Thomas [lorn) 
YOTNG on September 10, 1849; and Sarah A., born about 18 3 1, who was married 
to Thomas G. HILL on February 8, I848. 

James, Jr., was married to Nancy Catherine MARSH, daughter of Mumford S. 
MARSH and Caroline JONES,' on September 9, 1851, and they became the parents of 
two daughters before James-' death: Mary Caroline, born about 1852, who was - 
married to James H. HILL and moved to Arkansas; and Florence Elizabeth, born 
about 1854, who was married to James M. YOUNG. James SMITH, Jr., died in 
November or December, 1858, and a third daughter was born after his death: 
James Ann (Jimmie), born on February 26, 1859, who was married to Benjamin F. 
MURDAUGH. 

William, the other twin, was first married to Elizabeth WEBB on 
September 24, I846, and before her death on October 14, 1855, they became the 
parents of Sarah F., born in 1847, who was married to Starling Frank NUCKOLLS; 
James Madison, born about 1848, who was married to Dolly PIRTLE; an a son 
probably named Thomas, born about 1849, who died m 1855- William SMITH and 
Louisa A. MARSH, daughter of Mumford S. MARSH and Caroline JONES were married 
nn Tanuarv 31 1856, and they became the parents of one son: William lilman, 
bo~rn iTl863, who was married to Laura BRADFORD. William (Bill) SMITH died m 
Hardeman County on January 15, 1908. 

James SMITH, Sr., died in Hardeman County about 1840. His widow 
was married to Lemuel P0YNER on November 15, 1840, and she died sometime 
during the 1850's. James SMITH is surely buried in Hardeman County, but no 
tombstone has been found there for hk or for Elizabeth. He left an estate 
of 221 and three-fourths acres of land, apparently situated north of the 
Hatchie River in the vicinity of Shandy.
